On March 19 the people of Hempstead county will go 


o the polls in a local option election which proposes to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor and beer, 


The professional do-gooders tell you about the evil of 


alcohol—and they say the way to get rid of this evil is to 
prohibit it . 


But so is poverty evil . . . . and war is evil . . . . yet 


nothing the mind of man has devised has ever prohibited 
\ cither of them. 


Regulation of the liquor traffic is world-wide But pro- 


hibition is an exploded experiment. 


Why did prohibition fail? 
Let me tell you. 
Prohibition is a bill to put men in jail. When it comes 


right down to a courthouse trial men will not put their 
brothers in jail merely for buying or selling a drink—some- 
thing that has gone on for as long as civilization has been 
keeping records. 


Furthermore, prohibition is a hypocritical device of one 
,, class to regulate the personal life of another class. The in- 


justice of it smells. 


The brotherhood of mankind proclaims liberty as the 


most precious possession. But liberty's rights are many and 
diverse, depending on what class you belong to. 


If you are a propertied man, your liberty consists of the 


right to acquire—and retain—property. Government goes 
to great lengths to protect you in the possession of that 
property. If you are gone from it for a while, your home— 
as an example—may not be mortgaged for some street im- 
provement district or other public debt unless the majority 
of all your neighbors, by number and by dollar valuation, 
vote for the mortgage. Youf liberty is protected—if you are 
a propertied man. 


But basic of all liberties are the liberties of a man's own 


person—whether he has a million or hasn't a dime. 


The liberty to eat or drink what he wants, to live where 


and how he desires—and to stay out of jail except for a high 
crime. 


Prohibition is evil and oppressive because, in the same 


country that guarantees protection to property rights the 
j; personal rights of all men are trampled upon. 


Consider the frail basis of law for this so-called Local 


Option. 


This is no vote of the whole majority of Hempstead 


county citizens, as in moving a county-seat or voting a county 
bond issue. 


This is a mere straw vote. 
If only nine men in all Hempstead county should go to 


the polls on March 19, and five voted dry, then those five 
would claim the right to put in jail any man who bought or 
sold a drink anywhere in Hempstead county, Arkansas.

usually severe, and marked back- 
ache is present. 


Incubation period for chickenpox 


is 14 to 21 days, and susceptibility 
is practically universal among those 
who have not had the disease;

.of flat red blotches, which in a few 
] hours change to 
pimples, which

ters. Within two to four days the 
blisters dry, become crusted and 
heal rapidly, leaving a slight pit 
on the skin which disappears un- 
less il has become secondarily in- 
fected. 
ERUPT|ONS DIFFER 


In chickenpox the eruption ap- 


pears 
in different stages at 
the 


same time, while in smallpox the 
eruption is fairly uniform. Erup- 
tion in chickenpox 
tends to con- 


centrate on the trunk and face in 
contrast to smallpox, 
where the 


eruption is more abundant on the 
palms, soles and extremities. 


Chickenpox 
is caused by 
a 


specific virus 
which 
is present 


in the eruption of the skin and in 
the eruption of the membranes o!'

In chickenpox the eruption ap-

eruption is more abundant on the 
palms, soles and extremities. 


Chickenpox

Portrait of a Princess 


Coven try Raid 
Laid Squarely 
to Goering 


Nuernberg, March 12 —(UP)— 


Responsibility for the German an- 
nihilation bombing of Coventry in 
1940 was pinned s q u a r e l y on 
Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering 


by one of his own defense Witness- 
es today. 


Marshal Albert Kesselring, testi- 


fying before the war crimes court 
regarding the plans for the notori- 
ous bombing of Coventry, said "I 
myself aided Goering in preparing 
them. 


Goering prob.ably will testify 
in 


his own defense some time tomor- 
row, his attorney, Otto Stahmer, 
said. 


The boomeranging of Kesselring's 


defense testimony against Goering 
came while he 
was under direct 


examination. Defending the 
Nazi 


onslaught, on the 
English 
town, 


the former Nazi air chieflian said: 


"I was very happy Coventry had 


been selected, because here was a 
target not for a terror attack but 
an important military objective." 


When Goering's c o u n s e l first 
asked him 
about 
the 
Coventry 


raid, Kesslring said "I 
did it " 


Then when he swung to the 
de- 


fense of the decision to bomg the 
town he said: 


'•'According to our target 
files, 


Coventry was a technical center. 
We called it 'Little Esen.' Pre- 
parations for the attack were very 
'methodical, extraordinarily so. 
I

a dramatic flop.

It could, they say, kill or cripple 


entire crews of structurally intact 
vessels and thus prove to be an 
anti-personnel weapon of tremen- 
dous magnitude. 


In a sense, the atomic bomb will 


be mis-used in the first of the 
three tests—a land weapon applied

naval target. Studies 


predicated on results at Nagasaki 
and Hiroshima, where the bombs 
were exploded in mid-air as they 
will be in the first Bikini drop, in- 
dicate the possibility that few or 
perhaps none of the approximately 
100 target ships may bc sunk.

Washington, March 12—(/P)—Atom 


bombardiers say the first act of 
the Bikini tests this spring may be 
a dramatic flop. 


The big target fleet may show lit- 


tle real damage. 


But the men who'll touch it off 
suggest the explps.'-'i above 
the 


array of warships will demonstrate 
the 
dreadful 
versatility 
of 
the 
atomic bomb. 


It could, they say, kill or cripple 


entire crews of structurally intact 
vessels and thus prove to be an 
anti-personnel weapon of tremen- 
dous magnitude. 


In a sense, the atomic bomb will 


be mis-used in the first of the 
three tests—a land weapon applied 
against 
a 
naval target. Studies 


predicated on results at Nagasaki 
and Hiroshima, where the bombs 
were exploded in mid-air as they 
will be in the first Bikini drop, in- 
dicate the possibility that few or 
perhaps none of the approximately 
100 target ships may bc sunk.
